William Jennings Biy.'.n, former sec- 
retary of state in rtvsiJent Wilson's 
cabinet and three tiints candiiUue for 
President of the Uniu-d States. 
Mr. 


Bryan is making a speaking tour under 
the auspices of the .ymi-S.iloon league 
in tlie interest of worid-«-kle prohibition. 
He spoke before a caparny audience at 
the First Methodist cnuivh. 


"Xation-wide prohibition was the re- 


sult of an aroused national conscience," 
Mr. Bryan declared, ".md unless the na- 
tional conscience goi'< to sleep there 
will be no retreat. 


"We expected opposition from 
the 


liquor interests 
ancl the Anti-Saloon 


league is prepared to meet this opposi- 
tion. But the victor;, has been so ov- 
erwhelming that the'will of the people 
is plainly indicated a:ul the opposition 
will not last." 


Mr. Bryan declared that the program 


of the Anti-Saloon league now -was (I) 
to'hold the ground gained: (2) secure 
adequate enforcement of the prohibitory 
laws by passage of enforcement legisla- 
tion: (3) extend prohibition until it in- 
cluded the entire •worM. 


Enrollments weiV taken last night 


and pledges for financial support both 
for the state and'national work. This 
matter was presented to the audience 
by Dr. H. H. Russell of Westerville. 
founder of the Anti-Saloon league. Dr. 
Russell, in his address, referred to the 
fact that he first vit-ited Xewark in 
1S93 in the interest of the league, and 
mentioned Dr. Nash and Dr. Grandstaff. 
among the ministers \vho were active 
then in support of the league work in 
its infancy.

character before hostilities begin. This 
almost end-^ war. The ide-i is taken 
from the thirty treaties ' regotiated by 
the United States with three-quarters 
OL the world. 
Our nation, thereforeT 
gives to the peat- league its greatest 
piece of machineiy. Second,'the reduc- 
tion of armamen;-- will make it impos- 
sible for a nation to prepare for war 
without notifying the world of its in- 
tentions. Third, the abolition of secret 
treaties, "which will do much to pre- 
vent the combin.uions. which lead to 
war. 


"If the league of nations did r.othtng 


more thaji provM<- these three things, 
our nati^ would be justified in sup- 
porting it to the utmost. 


"The league is more satisfactory to 


America now than when the covenant 
was first drafted.
